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FOREWORD 




^''HE Architects' Small House Service Bureau of The 

United States, nationall}' incorporated in the Spring of 
1921, and today in course of organization in nearl\' a 
dozen important centers, is the outgrowth of \'ears of 
endeavor to find a practicable method whereb}' the archi- 
tectural profession could, through co-operative effort, properl}' serve 
the needs of that large class of small home builders whose means 
are such that the\' cannot afford to engage the services of an indi- 
vidual architect. 

Operating under the direction of the National Bureau are 
various Regional Bureaus. These Regional Bureaus are what 
might be called home builders' clinics. To their offices go those in 
search of advice on the subject of home building. The Bureaus' 
revenues are derived principalh' from the sale of plans and plan 
books. 

Within six months after the organization of the National 
Bureau, Regional Bureaus are being brought into existence in 
Buffalo, X. Y., Omaha, Nebr., Kansas Cit\\ Mo., Seattle, Wash., 
New Orleans, La., Birmingham, Ala., and a number of other 
places, and within another year it is anticipated that Bureaus will 
be functioning in practicalh' ever}' center of consequence in the 
countr}'. 

The Bureau idea originated with a group of Minneapolis 
architects, and the Architects' Small House Service Bureau of 
Minnesota, the parent organization, received the approval of the 
American Institute of Architects in 1920. Shortly thereafter, the 
Southern Pine Association entered into a contract with the Minne- 
sota Bureau for the preparation and publication of the book, 

^'How To Plan, P'inance And Build Your Home'*, 

and the general development of this enterprise. 

The book appeared in the Spring of 1921 and immediate!}' 
attracted widespread attention, both in this country and abroad. 
It is the onl}' book in existence which in plain, understandable 
language tells the home builder the fundamental rules to follow in 
planning, financing and building his home. It filled a distinct 
need in an important field, and received a very general welcome, 
nearh' ten thousand copies of the book having been distributed to 
date.' The book sells for $2,50 a cop}', which represents the cost 
of its publication and distribution. It is in use by the principal 
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libraries of the countr\-, which report a great interest by their 
readers in home building hterature. Many technical schools have 
adopted it as a text book on construction. Retail lumber dealers, 
real estate companies, building and loan associations, home 
finance corporations, and others, are finding it a valuable asset 
to their service rooms. 

The sale of plans from the book has been considerable, in spite 
of the unfavorable conditions for the promotion of home building 
under which the new service was inaugurated. The book has 
produced a house a day since the day it came from the press; these 
are houses built or being built from plans sold by the Bureau and 
by the Southern Pine Association, and of which construction we 
have positive knowledge. Many persons were doubtless influenced 
by the book to build, but, desiring something special, went to 
an architect to have their houses designed. Others who have 
bought the book are perhaps not readv to build vet, and will buv 
plans later. 

Our merchandising campaign in behalf of the sale of the book 
will be continued through the f^all and Winter, and bv next 
Spring we hope to have this book in the hands of perhaps'SO 000 
people. Meanwhile, other plan books to be published bv'the 
various Regional Bureaus will perhaps have made their appear- 
ance. Ihe Bureaus are now negotiating with different lumber 
associations to this end. 

It is our opinion, after six months' observation of the rapid 
growth of the Architects' Small House Service Bureau of The 
United States, that this organization is destined to become the 
greatest agency for the stimulation of home building brought into 
existence since the inception of the Building and Loan Association

Sound Advice for the Home Builder 
The book itself is a thing of beauty and a monu- 
ment to the possibilities in modern art printing. It is 



I ixi6 inches, 155 pages of superfine book paper. There 
are 104 sketches of houses ranging from three to six 
rooms, and with each sketch are the floor plans. There 
is an illustrated article on planting your home grounds; 
information on how to obtain plans for the houses 
shown in the book and five illustrations showing 
"Working Drawings and Details" as they are furnished 
by the Architects' Small House Service Bureau of 
Minnesota. 

As valuable as are the sketches and plans, still more 
valuable is the sane, practical advice offered in the text 
of this remarkable publication. There has been 
peddled lately a great deal of buncombe about building 
and home owning; there is none of that in this book. 
A studious effort has been made to talk sense, the plain, 
business sense which ought to prevail where an individ- 
ual undertakes the serious business of investing his 
earnings in a house.

It is worth while to know something about those to 
whom the public and the construction industry are 
indebted for this work. Perhaps the ''Acknowledg- 
ment'^ in the fore part of the book gives this information 
as briefly as it can be stated. It says: 

"In presenting this book to the public, the Archi- 
tects' Small House Service Bureau of Minnesota, Inc., 
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who are authors of the publication and the originators 
of the service, wish to make full and due acknow^ledg- 
ment of the counsel, talent and services of all those who 
actively participated in a creative way in the production 
of the book, the service and its inauguration as a new 
constructive force in the field of small home building. 

How THE Book Was Produced 
''To fully comprehend the amount of work and 
intensive study that has gone into the production of this 
service and book, it should be mentioned that during 
a period of six months as many as fifty board of direc- 
tors' meetings were held to discuss and properly chart 
a program that would lead to a complete group of more 
than one hundred well-balanced small homes in types 
and variations adaptable to many sections of ' the 
country and many demands by home builders. To 
accomplish this end the Architects' Small House 
Service Bureau of Minnesota, Inc., whose membership 
represents fourteen distinct architectural offices, 
divided itself into working committees. These com- 
mittees functioned in two main groups: A sketch 
committee and a working drawings committee. 

Southern Pine Association Renders 
\ aluable Service 

"All of this work was carried on by the bureau 
membership in consultation with the Southern Pine 
Association as represented by Mr. King H. Pullen, 
acting trade extension manager. This Bureau cannot 
emphasize too strongly the far-seeing vision and 
unbiased^ motive of the Southern Pine Association for 
whom this book and plans were prepared. This Asso- 
ciation recognized the possibilities of such a Bureau. 
They sought to affiliate with this Bureau to assist in 
furthering the ideals for which the Bureau stands and 
the general betterment of small homes throughout the 
country. This Association furthermore has given 
whole-heartedly of its time, resources and knowledge in 
order that the shaping of this service and publication 
would be the latest authoritative matter on the subject 
of small home buildine. 

**ln the production of this service and evolving a 
program of organization, the Architects' Small House 
Service Bureau worked closely with the Committee on 



Small Houses of the American Institute of Architects, 
whose chairman is Mr. Edwin H. Brown of .Minneapolis. 
This committee's report at the Convention of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects in May, 1920, was respon- 
sible for the endorsement of the Institute being given 
to the Architects' Small House Service Bureau of 
Minnesota, Inc. This endorsement alone is a guaran- 
tee of the Bureau's integrity in rendering service to the 
home building public on the well established principles 
of professional and architectural practice for which the 
Institute stands.

Architects' Small House Service Bureau of the United 
States, Inc. Many minds have been occupied in efforts 
to solve the problem of the great housing shortage. 
This Bureau is the natural expression of the desire on 
the part of architects to contribute their experience 
and their skill in a plan to provide drawings of snaall 
houses at moderate cost. Fourteen of the leading 
architects or firms of architects of Minneapolis, Minn. 
formed themselves into a Bureau and spent many 
months in the development of a scheme for selling to 
the public at low cost, complete plans, specifications, 
scale details, and a quantity survey.

'The quantitv survey referred to is a compara- 
tively new element in building circles in America, 
though an old storv in England. It consists of type- 
written sheets listing the amount of material which 
must be ordered for each of the many trades connected 
with the project. Any one who has ever seen a con- 
tractor's estimating sheet can appreciate the value ot 
the quantity survey even if it is used only to determine 
the approximate cost before a contract is signed. 1 he 
intention, however, is to enable the contractor to use 
it as a check on his own calculations, so that he and 
the owner mav each be satisfied that the whole field 
has been covered and the prospect of extras caused b> 
omissions reduced to a minimum. The Bureau has 
issued a catalogue which not only exhibits a large num- 
ber of designs with floor plans, but gives a clear de- 
scription of the appearance and finish of each hoube. 
The catalogue goes a step further than any similar 
publication, for it proceeds on the assumption that 
each prospective house owner who purchases the 
catalogue is unfamiliar with many of the problems 



which arise in home building. The various chapters 
are designed to serve as guides to the owner on such 
subjects as Financing the Operation, Selecting the 
Site, Selecting a Plan to Fit One's Needs, Estimating 
Cost, and Letting Contracts. Separate chapters are 
included on plumbing, heating, painting, mechanical 
plant, and furnishing, while even the subject of plant- 
ing the home grounds has not been forgotten.
